FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


| The Belgian coal trade still presents a favourable tone, and has 
| even slightly improved as regards some descriptions. In some few 
cases coalowners have even been obliged to refuse orders for a time 
| In the Couchant de Mons the situation is not less favourable, and 
| prices have been hardening rather than otherwise. The present stat 
of affairs is not a little remarkable, as while on the one hand the 
Belgian iron trade must be said to be drooping, the Belgian coal 
trade has presented a very firm tone, and quotations have been ever 
idvancing in some localities. It should, however, be remarked that 
| shoud the Belgian iron trade presents a want of animation, it is 
| still not by any means destitute of orders; the quantities of com- 
| bustible which it absorbs are accordingly still somewhat considerab kk 
| As the demand for coal for domestic purposes is still also of some 
importance, it is natural that the general tone of the Belgian coal! 
trade should be good. We cannot report very favourably of the 
|German coal trade. The tendency of affairs is weak, and prices have 
| been feeble. The great difficulty with which German colliery pro 
prietors have to deal appears to be the excess of supplies over the 
demand. Tbe demand does not absolutely make default, but it is 
completely overborne by an excessive production. The best qualities 
of German coal are still in some demand for exportation. Vague 
| rumours are in circulation as to a probable combination of coal- 
owners with a view to a reduction of the production. 
Transactions have been carried through with some difficulty in tl

Sir,—Although the drop in the price of diamonds has not yet had 
any serious effect in our Share Market, it has had a very depressing 
effect on business generally. If the drop in diamonds continues for 
any lengthened period it will materially affect the dividends of some 
of our best companies unless they decide to hold over fora rise. 
The quantity of diamonds found by some of the companies is 
really marvellous. The British, Barnato, Standard, and Central are 
all finding very large diamonds in very large quantities’ The west 
end of the formation in the Kimberley Mine does not improve, and 
is evidently of no value. The Beaconsfield, Rose Innis, Cape Vulcan, 
Gem, and two other companies in the Kimberley formation are not 
yet doing any good. The reef inthe east end of the mine is again

| Gold Mine shares, which are safe to have a great rise; full informa- 
| tion on application personally or by letter. It is just possible that 
| this advertisement was inserted a long time ago, and when the rise 
| did not come the expediency of its withdrawal was overlooked. Cer- 
tainly there is nothing in the present condition of these mines to 
encourage any belief that shares willrise. The small mill of this com-

| weeks more or less, and if the company intend to do the just thing

The French Syndicate working here spend money freely, and are 
| engaged at four different points in opening mines and putting up 
| mills and machinery. Their work is very thorough, depending upon

COLLIERY ACCIDENTS IN ENGLAND AND IN GERMANY. 


Sir,—lf I remember rightly there was about a year and a half 
| since a lengthened correspondence in yourcolumns advising English 
engineers to take example from the Germans as to the method of 
ventilation. The advice was I think given by an Englishman, who 
said he had spent many years in Germany, and that he had visited 
the German coal fields frequently during such residence with the 
| good intention of reducing the loss of life through explosions in 
collieries in this country. I saw a telegram recently in some news- 
| paper stating that an explosion occurred in a Westphalian colliery 
| by which a large number of lives were lost. I have, however, not 
,; seen any detailed account of the accident or its cause, but if the 
| telegram referred to was correct I fear your correspondent will have 
to admit that disastrous explosions can be got up in German coal 
| mines as well as in English. I should be glad to see some official 
| account of the causes of this sad accident which occurred notwith- 
| standing the regulations enforced in that land of perfection as to 
| ventilation in coal mines, or at least described as such by your 
correspondent, I regret that I am unable to lay my hand on the 
files of your Journal which would enable me to give the name of 
your correspondent or his nom de plume. No doubt there are many 
| mines in this country where the ventilation could be much improved, 
and I have very little doubt would be if the Government Inspectors 
| had all their own way, but I have no hesitation in saying notwith- 
| standing the accidents which have occurred that English collieries

S1r,—The advocates of the Cost-book System are loud in their 
| declarations of the great facility which it offers for shareholders to 
| retire at any moment and on equitable terms. The suggested ad- 
| vantages, however, are, I believe, imaginary and illusive, the Cost- 
book concern being about the most dangerous system of partnership 
unlimited liability and the sole privilege offered being that of re- 
tirement upon voluntarily sacrificing all capital subscribed. In 
relinquishing shares in a Cost-book mine capitalists have been 
taught to suppose that it is usual for a proportion of the assets to 
| be allowed to the person relinquishing. If this be the practice I 
| would ask—Is it right to send in a statement of account excluding 
all assets, such as machinery, &c., and to expect tne person who has 
relinquished to pay his proportion of the debit balance showngbe- 
fore a statement of the assets has been received? Lastly, when 
such proportional part of the liability on his shares has been paid, 
is he entirely free from further liability in the event of the concern 
winding up? 
I can perfectly understand that all moneys expended in work- 
men’s wages, stores consumed, and the like, must be sacrificed by 
| the relinquishing shareholder, but unexhausted assets and machinery 
should in common justice be placed to the credit of the account in 
striking the balance. When capitalists know that this is not done 
they will shun Cost-book shares as they would foreign lottery 
tickets, which are recognised as involving a certain outlay of hard 
cash and an equal certainty of absolute loss. Take the case of the 
holder of 1000 shares in a Cost-book concern divided into 6000 
shares, upon each of which 10/. has been paid, and assume that the 
machinery and stores on the mine are worth 20,C00/., while the com- 
pany owes 10,000/. to its bankers— overdraft to this amount having 
been necessary to meet labour cost and merchants’ bills. What will 
be my position on relinquishing the 1000 shares? In justice I owe 
one-sixth of the bankers’ balance, and one-sixth of the machinery 
and unconsumed stores belong to me, but in practice the company 
claitns payment of the former and confiscates the latter, so that I

Sir,—If you will do me the favour to insert the following remarks 
on the above subject, I think matters, if the advice about to be 
given was acted on, would right themselves in six months, and in. 
stead of all our best and richest lead mines being worked without 
producing any benefit to the shareholders, would resume paying as 
good dividends as they ever did, and which would be equal to 10 
times more than the present division of profits. I would recom. 
mend that all English companies should unite together to raise only 
the quantity of lead ore that their leases compel them to do, both 
in their Spanish mines, as well as throughout this kingdom, for the 
time named, six months, or if need be for 12 months, and until, by 
a reduction of stock, which is, I am led to believe, not excessively 
large, a demand springs up for this metal. The paltry dividends 
received from all of the very rich lead mines, taking into considera. 
tion the immense quantity of ore produced, are simply ridiculous 
and shameful. 

Lead shareholders are supplying Europe with lead with no benefit 
to themselves, and this must continue to be so, as long as the present 
quantities are raised and thrown on the market. There is no com- 
petition to contend with, such as was the case when Australia was 
making such immense returns of tin, which compelled the Cornish 
producers to reduce the price in order to compete against them, 
The lead production of the United States has seriously fallen off, 
and they require every pound of lead they can produce; and al] 
other countries are more or less dependent on the produce of the 
mines of Great Britain and Spain. It is therefore to be hoped that 
the advice herein given will immediately receive the attention of 
all the largest lead-producing mining companies in this country, 
and in Spain where held by English shareholders; for if not, 
sooner or later the present absurd prices will eventually bring ruin 
and disaster to all concerned in them.

HELSTON AND WEST CORNWALL JUNCTION RAILWAY. 


Sir,—I am glad to know that the execution of this railway is now 
in progress, and will, it is conjectured, be completed within two 
years. It will supply a want long felt, Helston having been hitherto 
destitute of the advantage of railway communication. I am pleased 
to find that the terminus at Helston will admit of an extension in 
future time to the Lizard, which should have a similar advantage. 
There can be no question I think that the engineer has selected the 
best site, having in view two objects—the connection with Helston, 
and the cheapest route thither from Gwinear Road. But as regards 
local traffic it will not have much of that, because all the mines and 
most of the villages between Hayle and Helston will derive no ac- 
commodation from that railway. The villages it will pass are the 
following—Praze, in Crowan, Crowan, Nausegollan, and Prospidneck, 
but no mine of consequence. A line from Hayle, or more properly 
from St. Erth station, would pass by numerous mines and the follows 
ing villages—Relubbus, Trescow, Townsend, Herland-cross, Carleen 
Polladras, Trew, Breage, and Sithney. Now that the railway in 
hand is to go to Helston another line should be started from St. Erth 
station to Porthleven, passing through or near to the places lastly 
named, Such a line could be constructed very cheaply, and would 
have sustaining local traffic from passengers, mines, china-clay, and 
granite. The passengers for Helston could go from Porthleven in an 
omnibus.—Truro, June 5.

NEW TERRAS MINE. 


Srr,—As this tin mine, situate in St. Stephens, near St Austell, is 
to be re-worked by a company nearly formed, I should like to state 
a few facts respecting it. The length of the sett is about three- 
quarters of a mile, and its breadth about half a mile, embracing 
several tin lodes; but the most striking feature in it is the monster 
tin-bearing elvan course which traverses the whole length of the 
sett. The width of that dyke is from 15 to 30 ft., yielding tin 
throughout, but in some parts the produce is higher than in others, 
requiring selection. It was proved by assays made some years ago 
that without any selection the yield was from 15 to 20 lbs. of tin 
ore per ton, which is very fair for the average, but the selected 
portions yielded 2 cwt. of tin ore per ton, which is equal to the yield 
of probably the best mine in the county. To develope this great 
stanniferous course no pumping power is required, at least for many 
years, if at all, because between the valley and the western end of 
the sett there is a rise of about 20 fathoms in the land, so that the 
tinstone may be worked as an open quarry, and conveyed to a steam 
stamping mill by tramway near the valley, where the ground is very 
suitable for all the dressing appliances. The tin ore requires no 
calcining process, being free from arsenic, With tin at the present 
price, or even 10/. per ton lower, with a fair scale of operations con- 
siderable profit will be derived. The profit will be enlarged in the 
proportion of the scale of working.

His assertions are most absurd, and not only make it appear to 
practical miners that he has but little, if any, knowledge of mining, 
and no sound judgment, but, however, that may be his knowledge ol 
mining and skill that he boasts of may easily be measured by his 
statements.

it cannot be said foreign countries are richer than ours. If we take 
Merionethshire its copper pyrites have assayed 20 ozs .of gold per ton, 
blende 400 ozs., galena 29 ozs, gold, and 300 ozs, silver. I would 
advise investors to place their capital in our Welsh mines, which can 
be easily and inexpensively inspected, and more under their own 
control, for it is well known that the greater the amount of capital 
devoted to legitimate Welsh mining the larger will be the percentage 
of profits, as the works can be prosecuted more vigorously at a cheaper 
rate, with a great saving in the dead expenses.

Much feeling has been excited in the county by the action of the 
Great Western Company in increasing the third-class fares in nearly 
all directions, though the Plymouth district suffers most. It has 
been the custom to carry through third-class passengers by severai 
trains which locally were only first and second. These have now 
been made third-class throughout, which, so far, is a boon, and 
would have been very welcome. Together with this, however, there 
has been a corresponding withdrawal of facilities for travelling by 
parliamentary fares, and an advance of what are still by courtesy 
called third-class fares to such a point that in many cases it is almost 
as cheap to take a second-class return as two thirds. No change is 
made to points where the South Western line comes into competi- 
tion, and an impetus is therefore likely to be given to the schemes 
for railway extension into the county to which we have recently re- 
ferred.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 8.—The demand for forge coal is rather better than a few 
weeks ago, but prices are not proportionately stronger. For blast 
furnace coal some very low prices are being accepted here and 
there. I hear this week of a consumer who has just secured a supply 
of capital quality, mined about Cradley, at a price which means 
little more than 7s. per ton at the pit’s mouth; since delivered to 
his siding the price is under 9s. per ton; and even on such transac- 
tions as this the weight allowed is 23 cwts, tothe ton. Doubtless 
such an instance is exceptional, but it correctly indicates the current 

of the market. Some good contracts for gas coals are just now

THE WILLENHALL FURNACES.—The Willenhall Iron Furnaces, 
late in the occupation of the Willenhall Furnace Company (Limited), 
were offered for sale by auction, by Messrs. James and Lister Lea 
and Son, at the Mart, in Cannon-street. ‘The property comprises an 
area of 7 acres 1 rood of freehold land, and a mineral area of 9 acres, 
and the furnaces were said to be in good condition, and capable of 
producing 570 tons per week. There was but a small attendance at 
the sale, and as only one bid of 5000/. was made the property was 
withdrawn. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 

June 8.—There are now 43 out of 56 furnaces in blast in Derby- 
shire, a fact showing that the trade is fully as good in that county 
as itis in any in the kingdom, when the total number of furnaces is 
considered. The Staveley Company have seven out of eight going, 
and the Stanton Company the same number. At both of the works 
a considerable quantity of the iron made is used on the spot. The 
former company, in particular, stands second to none, either at 
home or abroad, for the production of pipes, pillars, cylinders, and 
similar material, the foundry being a very large one, whilst there 
are several extensive collieries which supply the necessary fuel, 
whilst a good deal of the coal is also sent to the London and other 
markets. The Sheepbridge Company have six furnaces going, and 
Wingerworth, Appleby and Co.,and Clay Cross have three each. 
The stocks of pig-iron held are by ro means large considering the 
output. It was at one time expected that something would be done 
with the Thomas-Gilchrist process, but there has been no movement 
in that direction, although the process is one for which the ore used 
at most of the works in Derbyshire is most suitable for the purpose. 
Prices have recently become firmer, and the probability is that if 
the American strike continues there will bea marked increase in our 
exports to that country of both raw and finished material, and at 
advanced rates. Steel rails continue in good request, although it is 
now only a question of time as to the removal of the works from 
Dronfield. The coal trade is still quiet,and there has been less 
doing with London in household qualities from several collieries, 
whilst prices have come down to an unusually low point, which 
cannot leave any profit to the colliery owners. Steam coal has been 
going off tolerably well, but not to the extent of what is or could 
be produced. In other descriptions of fuel there has been no change, 
but a good deal of coke continues to be imported from South York 
shire, although the Derbyshire coal is equally well adapted for coking!

At Parkgate the mills have been 
turning out large quantities of material, whilst the furnaces are 
turning out a great deal of pig. 
busy; but prices are still lower than they were, the competition with 
the North of England and South Wales being stiil most active. In 
ordinary railway material, too, there is plenty doing, so as to keep 
the hands fally employed. Just now makers of sheep-shears are 
doing particularly well for South America, as well as for our own 
colonies, and to the latter also a good business is being done in gene- 
ral hardware. The catlery houses are well employed, and there is a 
fair trade being done in chaff-cutting and other machine knives. In 
crucible steel there has been increased activity of late, a good deal 
being required, not only for the best description of cutlery, but for 
wheels, axles, picks, and ordinary mining and quarry tools. The 
foundries are working rather better than they were some short time 
since, there being a better enquiry for pipes as well as light castings, 
and the men at some of the works have just received an advance of 
wages. Engineers and machinists are kept favourably going, pul- 
verisers and coal-washing machinery being in increasing demand. 
There has been no change in the state of the coal trade, which is 
still particularly dull. 
TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

June 7.-The steam coal trade on the north side of the Tyne con- 
tinues to prosper fairly. Orders for this coal for the Baltic and 
Mediterranean are plentiful, but there has been to some extent a 
scarcity of tonnage. The importance of Egypt in connection with 





the trade of the district is now fully recognised, the Suez Canal has 
brought about great changes, and any adverse change in that direc- 
tion would be very detrimental to the trade of these rivers, The gas 





coal trade continues very fair for the season, and the shipments of 
this and other coals and coke at the Tyne Dock and shipping places 
on the Tyne and Wear continue large. The house coal trade is very 
quiet, yet most of the collieries are fairly employed, prices have, 
however, receded to some extent. Manufacturing coal is in fair de- 
mand,and good shipmentsof smiths’ coal are being made to the French 
and Baltic ports. An extra demand for coal and iron is expected 
from America should the great strike thuscontinue. Coke is in good 
demand for export to the Spanish ports and for inland consumption. 








With regard to the Northern ports and the coal trade, a Parlia- | 


mentary paper just issued gives some interesting statistics respecting 
the shipments of coal from the various ports in the kingdom. The 
shipments from the Tyne, Wear, and Tees coastwise and foreign 
during the year 1881 were :—Tyne, 8,671,558 tons; Wear, 3,972,394 
tons; and Tees and Hartlepool, 1,202,742 t 13,846,694 tons, so 
that nearly 114,000,000 tons of coal has been shipped from the three 
rivers in the 12 months. Of course an enormous quantity was also 
consumed at the worksin the district. A considerable quantity of 
coal was also shipped at Blyth and Amble, aud the shipments at 
these latter ports will be much increased during the present year, 
as improvements are in progress at both ports to effect this. The 
iron shipbuilding trade continues extremely brisk, and the marine 
engine works, boiler works, foundries, &c, share in the general pro- 
sperity. Altogether in this district the general trade is active. 

In iron there is a decidedly better feeling, except in the hematite 
trade ; work is plentiful for the operatives in most of the leading in- 
dustries. Some of the iron manufacturers on the Tyne are already 
in receipt of enquiries as to prices from the United States, which 
are brought out by the strike there, and should it continue any 
length of time there is no doubt that lers will be placed. The 
chemical trade, which has been lately in a condition almost hope- 
less, now shows palpable signs of improvement; there has been a 
good demand for certain classes of chemicals during the past week, 
and prices have advanced in consequence. The importers of sulphur 
ore have refused to reduce the price of the ore at the request of the 
chemical manufacturers. The trade will, therefore, have to struggle 
onasof late. The trade is a very important one, and it employs a 
large number of hands. The Newcastle Chemical Works, 
founded by Mr. Allhusen, is supposed to be the largest wor i 
kind in the world ; upwards of 300 tons of lime are consumed daily, 
and about the same quantity of coal. A large quantity of salt and 
other minerals are also consumed. Should the salt beds recently 
opened at Middl i 
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orough prove to be very productive, and it 
found that this salt can be supplied to the che al works here at a 
cheap rate, this may benefit the trade here to a very considerable 
extent. 

The import trade in lead from Spain, is as we have already 
noticed, threatened, owing to the concessions made to French mer- 
chants. The British Government will be importuned to prevent if 
possible this old standing trade passing out of our hands. What is 
required, it appears, is that some changes out to be made in the im- 
port duties on Spanish wines brought to this country, in order to in 
duce the Snanish authorities to grant similar concessions in the lead 
i The imports of iron ore, colliery timber, &c., have been large 
during the past week.
